who make a study of-them as they relate to matters of vital importance to 
the welfare of the human family they become of absorbing interest. In fact, 
a knowledge and understanding of the statistical position of many matters 
are essential to a true grasp of such matters, and where it is possible to 
present such information to people in the form of charts and graphs they 
tell a story which mere words could never convey.

Ottawa public service, has issued a large number of bulletins presenting 
the facts ascertained in the decennial census-taking last year, and which are 
worthy of study and consideration by the Canadian people. They indicate 
what progress has been made, where it has been made, and wherein as a 
people we have slipped a bit backward, or remained stationary.

Fish Show In Britain 


Prize

Pets Travel To London In 
Thermos Flasks 
How can you tell if a fish is really 
well bred? It is nearly as important 
in a fish as in a dog that its tail is 
of the right length, and that it bears 
it properly. Then there is its shape, 
color, fins and general appearance. 
Such points were all carefully con- 
sidered by the judges at a great fish 
show held recently by the British 
Aquarists Association. Nearly all of 
800 enthusiastic fish owners brought 
their 2,000 pets to be entered. 
Because the temperature of the 
water is the real essential to the well- 
being of the majority of the fish, they 
generally travel in thermos flasks, 
and many were brought over from 
Paris to London in such containers. 
Britain is growing aquarium-mind- 
ed, and the society grows slowly and 
steadify. Small flat owners find that 
fish are by far the most suitable and 
satisfying pets for the constricted 
areas. : " 
Tropical varieties are. the most 
popular. Some, scarcely an inch in 
length, can live comfortably in a pint 
of water. They are not really deli- 
cate; provided that their water is pro- 
perly warmed and aerated, they are 
quite happy. Some enthusiasts heat 
their aquariuus with electric current, 
but the more usual method is oil heat- 
ing. Their food consists of live worms 
and insects, failing which, dried food 
can be bought for them.—Pearson's 
Weekly. 


Shippers Look For Good Ohristmas 
Market In Great Britain 

During the next two months one of 
the finest crops of turkeys in the-tong 
and successful history of turkey rais- 
ing in Canada will find its way to mar- 
ket. A long and favourable growing 
Season for the young birds has been 
followed by an abundant grain har- 
vest. As farmers from Prince Ed- 
ward Island on the east to the coastal 
region of British Columbia on the 
west start feedihg some of this grain 
to give the birds the proper propor- 
tions of flesh and fat the cool invigor- 
ating climate of the Canadian autumn 
and early winter will-give the meat 
that delectable taste and flavour that 
is found only in birds produced in 
Canadian latitudes. 

The Canadian turkey season is offi- 
cially inaugurated on Thanksgiving 
Day. In 1931 for the first time and 
again this year ‘Thanksgiving came 
a month earlier than previously. Tur- 
key growers adjusted their operations 
to take care of the change, however, 
and large quantities of early hatched 
birds were made available for the 
Thanksgiving trade. ; 

Canada hopes this year to place 
freshly killed Canadian turkeys for 
the Christmas trade in the. British 
Isles. The knowledge that Canadian 
turkeys are unsurpassed in quality 
and flavour lead Canadian shippers to 
believe that their product should find 
a ready market in Britain at Christ- 
mas. There is, as well, one other dis- 
tinct: advantage which Canadian tur- 
keys enjoy in. export trade. Canada 
is the only country in the world which 
offers an official system of quality 
grading with inspection of shipments 
before export to make sure that they 
are equal to the quality represented. 

If present plans materialize British 
consumers will be offered during the 
Christmas season large framed birds 
from Canada, well covered with the 
luscious meat of northern grown tur- 
keys. On the breast of each bird 
will be & small, attractive sticker 
showing plainly the grade of the bird 
according to the Canadian Govern- 
ment standards—red for first grade, 
blue for second and yellow for third.

Use Of Grenades Cited In Gernian 
Official History 

Under the auspices of the Reich- 
sarchiv (State Archives), the eighth 
volume of the German Official History 
of the World War has just been pub- 
lished. It deals with events of 1915, 
particularly the campaign In Russia, 
operations aga'nst Italy, and the 
French offensive in Artois. On all 
these fronts the German arms were 
successful. 

It was in 1915 (April 22) that pol- 
eon gas was used tactically om the 
battle field for the first time—by the 
Germans at Ypres. The Official His- 
tory discusses this event at some 
length, indicating moreover that the 
chemical warfare will be dealt with 
exhaustively in the ninth volume, to 
appear next year.

New Discovery By Montreal Doctor 


Method May Help Greatly In Diag-' 
nosis Of Liver Trouble 

Methods of diagnosing diseased con- 
ditions of the liver and spleen may be 
revolutidnized by the discovery of Dr. 
Rudolph Gottlieb, research assistant 
of McGill University. Dr. Gottlieb has 
established the feasibility of using 
thorium to render these organs vist- 
ble on X-ray plates. Until now the 
use of thorium for X-ray examination 
of the liver and spleen has not been 
encouraged for fear, of poisoning’ the 
patient. The McGill scientist found 
thorium could be absorbed into these 
Organs with no ill results, As thor- 
jum is opaque to X-rays, the organs 
make themselves apparent on X-ray 
photographs. In addition, Dr. Gott- 
lieb found that use of the substance 
enabled him to obfa'n visualization of 
the pulmonary circulation. 

Cancer of the liver would maké it- 
self known because of the diseased 
cells would not absorb thorium and 
the affected area would be lighter on 
the plate. 

According to the Journal of the 
Canadian Medical Association, in the 
current issue of which the discovery 
is made public, success of the method 
has been established in many tests on 
human beings. Dr, Gottlieb experi- 
mented with rats, and then used the 
method on himself. Later on the pro- 
cess was used in Connection with 14 
patients with excellent results.

Photo-Cells Secreted In Roadway 
Ring Mells For Police 

‘Modern science has added a new 
thrill.to motoring, the invention of an 
invisible speed trap, operated by an 
“electric eye’ which grimly and effi- 
ciently records the speed of passing 
cars when there isn’t a motorcycle 
cop for miles around. 

The intriguing little gimcrack is al- 
ready operating, secretly, on an un- 
identified stretch of the Boston Post 
Road, leading northeast from New 
YorkCity, and is producing perfect- 
ly splendid results in the way of 
trapped motorigts, according to Ores- 


tes H: Caldwell, president of the New_ 


York Electrical Society, who revealed 
its existence at a meeting of the Elec- 
trical Association. 

Two photocells are secreted in the 
roadway. Caldwell explained, and 
when @ car passes over those in suc- 
cession, bells ring in a distant police 
booth, indicating the elapsed time be- 
tween points. If this measured inter- 
val is too brief, the policeman on duty 
further along the road orders the car 
to pull over and gives the driver a 
ticket regardless of what speed he 
may be making when actually sight- 
ed. 

At another town on the Connecti- 
cut Post Road great loudspeakers are 
now installed. Through these the local 
traffic officer can issue instructions to 
approaching cars a quarter of a mile 
away.
